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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 1-10, 23- 

58 and 60-63 directed to an invention non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 1-10, 
23-58 and 60-63 have been cancelled. 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
• Cancel claims 1-10, 23-58 and 60-63. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 1-22, 59, 65-72 and 74 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest prior art 
is Sachs (US 4,627,887). Sachs discloses an apparatus comprising a crucible for pulling a 
crystalline ribbon. The Sachs apparatus is intended to comprise a crucible which holds a melt by 
use of a crucible with sidewalls, not by capillary attachment to the edge of the top surface of the 
crucible. Sachs also teaches a lower portion of the crucible which has a flat surface and retains a 
melt through capillary attachment. (Fig 17 and col 15, In 60 to col 16, In 55). Therefore, if the 
Sachs apparatus was inverted Sachs would teach a flat surface which retains a melt through 
capillary attachment to the edges of the crucible. However, Sachs does not teach, suggest or 
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provide any rationale for having a pulling means for pulling a crystalline ribbon from the melt 
and away from (not towards) the crucible body and the top surface because inverting the Sachs 
apparatus and adding a puller to pull a crystal away from (not towards) the top surface would 
destroy the Sachs apparatus. Furthermore, having a crystal pulling apparatus which retains a melt 
through capillary attachment would not have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art 
because crucibles with walls to retain a melt are conventionally used in the art to prevent melt 
overflow, which would be expected to increase through use of a crucible which merely retains a 
melt through capillary interaction.
